Polo Grounds. 

From 1914 until the late 50.s, the Polo Club was located in Chinook Park, 
Opposite what is now Heritage Park.. Then it moved out to land donated by 
the estate of AE Cross, near Strathcona Tweedsmuir School, where it still is 
today. 


Col Scott 

Co Scott lived at the junction of Hillhurst and 8" or 10th St, but had a ranch 
near the Red Deer Lake school on the 22X highway. Bay Tanner used to ride 
polo ponies from the Chinook Park Polo Grounds out to Col Scott’s Ranch. 


Horsetrack 

A horse racetrack used to be in East Elbow Park. Horses destined for a race 
used to get tied up beside Elbow Drive, at the junction with Riverdale 
Avenue. Their manure favored the growth of mushrooms, which Chris 
Bashford used to pick. 


East Elbow Park residents. 

On 37 Ave, in E Elbow Park, lived the Evamys, David and Mary Dover 
previously the residence of Mary Dover), the Mannings (Joanne is still there). 
There was an empty lot owned by Joy Maclaren (Harvie), where the children 
were allowed to play. Col Tidswell lived on 36th, as did Eric and Dorothy 
Harvie. .
